Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: S. Rosenman (agent for applicant, reg no. 43058) initiated the 
interivew to discuss the July 18, 2007 Office communication indicating that the response of July 27, 2006 was not fully 
responsive. SR required particular clarification regarding par. 3 of the communication, i.e. that the broth recited in claim 
1 1 did not require the presence of the expolysaccharide that had been previously claimed. SM told applicant that the 
amendment introduced indefiniteness as to what the fermentation broth comprises, e.g. the fermentation broth could 
comprise no cells or polysaccharide, polysaccharide but no cells, or cells but no polysaccharide. SM suggested 
amending the claim to clearly recite that the broth comprises the polysaccharide. SR said that he would discuss this 
option with his client.
